BOMBAY, April 25.—()—The 
atmosphere of India continued omin- 
ous today, with evacuation of all 
European women and children from 
Peshawar the most serious feature 


of the situation. 

Peshawar lies far up on the north- 
western frontier, commanding the en- 
trance to the famous Khyber pass. 
The hills around it are the home of 
the most dangerous Indian tribes, 
chief among them being the Afridis 
and Mohmands, who are born fighting

These tribes have no direct connec 
ion with the civil disobedience move- 
nent of Mahatma Gandhi but they 
ilways have been ready to take ad- 
vantage of any difficulties facing the 
tritish. Thus the fear there.is that 
the whole frontier may blaze—possi- 
bly on the Afghan side as well as the 
British—and Peshawar itself may be 
threatened. 

No definite news was received from 
Peshawar today but censorship is 
understood to be in operation and 
developments are awaited with con- 
siderable anxiety by Europeans.

at Chittagong Saturday. A few of 
‘he insurgents have been killed or 
wounded but the others are eluding 
gursuers in the hills.

[ripura, to join the hunt. 

Additional nationalist leaders were 
urrested today, among them being Sri 
Prakash, general secretary of the na- 
tional congress, who was charged at 
Benares for manufacturing salt ille- 
rally. 

On hefring of the resignation of 
Vv. J. Patel, speaker of the legislative 
assembly, a group from the congress 
at Simla arranged a meeting with him 
and was given this message by Patel: 

“Discard foreign cloth and wear 
khaddar (homespun) and pray for 
the success of the congress move- 
ment.” 

Mahatma Gandhi still is in the Gu- 
jerat district. Addressing a group of 
salt volunteers today at Panar, the 
ieader attacked police for their treat- 
ment of his followers. 

“Police are not empowered to beat 
you, even under the salt act,” he said. 
“They can take possession of the salt 
but not by beating you. Although I 
am a barrister, my knowledge of law 
has become rusty, but still I could 
secure the release of every one of 
those arersted if I were to plead in 
a court of law.” 

One of the latest acts of- Gandhi 
has been to send five specially chosen 
volunteers to Karachi to replace civil 
disobedience leaders who have been 
imprisoned there.

AVOID PUBLICITY 


Lobby Probers Decide 
Not To Make Public Wet 
Group’s Letters. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—(#)— 
Concluding a seven-day examination 
of Henry H. Curran, president of the 
Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment, the senate lobby coin- 
mittee announced today that it would 
not inquire into confidential reports 
of the organization which discuss the 
attitude of certain members of the 
house of representatives toward prohi- 
bition. 

@enator Walsh, democrat, Montana, 
who made the’ announcement, said 
the reports were “so remotely con- 
necte: with lobbying, if there »was 
any connection at all, that the com- 
mittee reached the conclusion that 
they ought not go into the record.” 

.The reports were made by Carter 
Field, employed to make political sur- 
veys and recommend for or against 
support of candidates by the associ- 
ation. One of his reports, previous- 
ly read into the record, recommended 
support of Governor Ritchie, of Mary- 
land, for re-election. 

Committee members declined to 
comment on whether the records dis- 
cussed drinking by some members of 
the house. Senator Walsh _ said, 
however, that they contained “stric- 
tures upon certain people.” 

The only intimation of their con- 
tents made public came from a por- 
tion of one which said an unnamed 
candidate for congress “is a worse 
pussyfooter” than another unnamed 
congressional candidate. 

“He drinks beer in speakeasies.” 
the report said, “and points to his 
glass when asked where he stands, 
b.: will not say anything.” ; 
This excerpt was read into the rec- 
ord yesterday by Senator Blaine, re- 
publican, Wisconsin, who said it was 
“just a sample.” a 

He protested against placing the 
reports in the record, as proposed by 
Senator Robinson, republican. Indi- 
ana. in the absence of a committee 
quorum to pass updén the matter. 
Robinson and Blaine were the only 
members present at the time.

navy band. 

Today’s program was opened with 
the presentation of a pageant, “Bud 
and Bloom,” by 500 school children 
of the Handley High school, of Win- 
chester. Harry Flood Byrd, Jr., young 
son of the former governor of Vir- 
ginia, in the pageant, took the part 
of his famous uncle, Rear Admiral 
Richard E. Byrd. 

The pink, white and green. of the 
apple blossom was strikingly shown 
in the parade floats for the queen's 
princesses, who dressed in pink satin 
gowns and carried bouquets of blos- 
soms.

NAMES OF ACCUSED 
NOT MAKE PUBLIC 


Speculation Rife in Court- 

house Circles; Bribery 
Bill Returned Against 
Councilman Rountree. 


The long-expected additional indict- 
ments naming heretofore unaccused 
councilmen and city officials are to be 
submitted to the graft investigating 
grand jury for vote today, it was 
learned authoritatively at the office of 
Solicitor-General John A. Boykin Jate 
Friday. 

Three or possibly four councilmen 
not previously mentioned in either the 
grand jury’s true bills or presentments 
are to be added to the list of accused, 
it‘was determined on reliable infor- 
mation. The solicitor-general, it was 
said, will ask for immediate action 
on the true bills with the likelihood 
that they will be returned to Judge 
Edgar E. Pomeroy or Judge John D. 
Humphries late this afternoon or early 
tonight. 

Just when decision on the projected 
indictments will be made by the grand 
jury Mr. Boykin would not forecast, 
though he did admit on questioning 
that drawing of the new bills is prac- 
tically completed and the indictmen 
will be submitted today. : 

“A series of new true bills are be- 
ing prepared. and will be submitted 
to the grand jury today,” Mr. Boy- 
kin said. “I cannot state when action 
will be taken on them.” 

Amplification of this statement was 
declined but it was established that 
members of Mr. Boykin’s investigating 
staff spent Friday summoning these 
witnesses whose names are to go on 
the true bill, directing these witnesses 
to report at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing. All of them have been before the 
present grand jury since it took office 
on March 1 and have given testimony 


concerning transactions to be covered 
in the forthcoming indictments. 

From those close in touch with the 
prosecution of the graft investigation 
it was learned that these witnesses 
are to be requestioned today as 
each bill is considered-and their names 
attached to any charges which may ° 
be preferred. This is in line with the 
general policy conducted regarding 
previous indictments. The witnesses 
first are questioned with the grand 
jury taking their testimony under ad- 
visement and meanwhile seeking cor- 
roboration. When that corroboration 
is obtained the witnesses are recalled 
and requestioned and when it is 
deemed fit indictments voted. 

Some of the indictments to be pre- 
sented today are known to have 
been drawn by Special Prosecutor

The dressing for roast fowl may 
well have some chopped mushrooms 
added. to it, and the liquid from 
canned mushrooms may be used to 
moisten the bread. Broiled mush- 
rooms demand the large variety, a 
dip in softened butter and _ light 
sprinkling of salt and pepper before 
placing them in the shallow pan to 
cook under the hot flame. One must 
allow for much shrinkage, or there 
will be great disappointment er the 
small showing when the _ luscious 
vegetable is done. A very hot oven 
may be used instead of the broiler, 
which needs more watching. Lemon 
juice is needed for final seasoning. 
and hot toast upon which to serve 
them, in a covered dish. 

For a luncheon there can be no 
more enjoyable combination than de- 
lectable broiled mushrooms, crusty 
rolls, a tart grapefruit salad and 
plenty of hot coffee. To precede this, 
one may serve a thick tomato slice 
spread with mayonnaise, highly sea- 
soned with anchovy paste, and ac- 
companied by toasted crackers. The 
dessert should be light. Frozen apri- 
cots are delicious with little choco- 
late cakes, of a layer of sponge cake 
may be spread with butterscotch fill- 
ing, topped with a light coating of 
whipped sherry flavored cream and 
served in small portions. To make this 
more attractive, cut the strips before 
topping, and pine the cream on in 
scrolls through the pastry bag. 

Mushroom Sauce. 

One can. mushrooms cut in halves, 
‘3 tablespoons shortening, 2 tablespoons 
flour, 11-2 cups milk, 1-2 cup salmon 
liquor, 1-2 diced pimiento, 1 chopped 
onion, salt, 12 stuffed chopped olives, 
dash celery salt, few drops Worces- 
tershire sauce. 

Fry onion in shortening, add mush- 
rooms and sear. Sprinkle f'>ur over 
on’ : and cook few minutes. Add milk 
and simmer 10 minutes, gradually 
adding liquor from salmon, stir well. 
Add other ingredients. Pour over 
meat when served and garnish with 
sliced lemon and parsley chopped fine. 

Ham and Mushrooms, Croustade. 

One and one-half cups medium thick 
'white sauce: one-and one-half cups 
diced cooked ham; one _ tablespoon 
, chopped ripe olives; one tablespoon 
| pimento; one and one-half cups small 
button mushrooms, cooked, season- 
ing. 

Make the white sauce first, then add 
all ingredients to it in order. Serve 
in fanecy-cut croustades, garnish with 
chopped parsley and_ sieved hard- 
cooked egg yolks. 

Croustades are made by cutting 
thick slices of bread, about two inches, 
removing soft center and toasting on’ 
_all sides. These may be buttered be- 
fore pouring the ham and mushrooms 
into them. 

Chicken Chow Mein. 

Cook one-fourth pound noodles (thin 
string variety) in a quart of hot pea- 
nut oil till crisp, then drain them. 

Cut one-half pound of chicken and 
one-half pound lobster or veal into 
small pieces, fry five minutes in fry- 
ing pan, then let it simmer in but- 
ter. Add well chopped vegetables— 
half bunch celery, on onion, one-half 
pound dried mushrooms—and simmer 
till tender. 

Place the noodles in bottom of flat 
| dish, pour the meat and vegetable mix- 
ture over them, topping off with sliv- 
bey of boiled or baked ham and yolks 
of hard cooked eggs. 

Chicken Croquettes. 

| One cup cold cooked chicken; one- 
| half can mushrooms; two tablespoons 
shorteriing; three tablespoons flour ; 
one-half teaspoon salt; one-fourth tea- 
spoon pepper; one teaspoon lemon 
juice ; one-half cup chicken stock ; one- 
fourth cup mushroom liquor; one- 
fourth cup cream. 

Chop chicken and mushrooms fine. 
Melt butter, add flour mixed with 
‘seasonings and add slowly stock and 
mushroom liquer. Cook until smooth 
‘and add cream, combine with meat and 
mushrooms. Cool, shape and crumb.

CITY’S “PRIDE/AND JOY” IN 1870 NOW A MASS OF WRECKAGE 


As Famous Old Depot Goes 


Several hundred persons stood 
watching silently from a downtown 
viaduct Friday as a railroad crane, 
with its tow line taut, tugged against 
the last gaunt section of an old At- 
lanta building. For a moment noth- 
ing happened. 

Then there was a roar and a rum- 
ble and the once proud Union station, 
built in 1870-71, lay in a heap of 
wreckage. The path of progress had 
led up to the old station. 

Once it was referred to as “‘one of 
the most expensive, complete and ele- 
gant” railroad stations in the country. 
In recent years it had been the sub- 
ject of criticism from the Georgia 
public service commission, grhich 
branded it as inadequate. Further- 
more, the site was wanted for the 
erection of agskyscraper office build- 
ing and cold storage warehouse. Civic 
leaders charged it was unattractive. 
It had to go. __ 

Friday night the old station, which 
afforded several presidents and many 
notables their first view of an up- 
and-coming southern metropolis, was 
a thing of the past. It had the ap- 
pearance of having been swept by a 
tornado. Th. great roof sections were 
crumpled in a mass of wreckage. The 


girders were bent and twisted on the 


ground, Only a part of the stone 
walls that Lad housed the depot prop- 
er remained standing. 

While the last section of the old 
structure was being pulled down by 
one crane, another crane was busy 
at the other end of the block loading 
the roof and girders into box ‘cars 
for disposal. Men with acetylene 
torches were cutting the girders in 


two, in order that their loading into 
the cars might be facilitated.. Car- 
penters were busy tearing apart the 
woodwork of the building. Masons 
were tearing down the stone walls 
that once housed the waiting rooms, 
ticket offices and baggage depart- 
ments. , 

Iwo blocks away, glistening its its 
pristine sheen and beauty, stood the 
new Union station, the successor to 

60-year-old structure. The new 
station, with its viaducts and appur- 
tenances, was built at a most of ap- 
proximately $600,000, 

Famous old railroad locomotives, 
such as the “Nancy Hanks,” which 
ran ow the Central of Georgia lines 
between Atlanta and Savannah, and 
the “Howell Cobb,” “City of Au- 
gusta” and the “South Carolina,” all 
of the Georgia railroad, once ran into 
the old station. They burned wood to 
generate steam. They cost compara- 
tively little. 

Friday new $100,000 locomotives 
whizzed in and out of the new Union 
station. The new station, like the 
old one, also had a boast to make:

A BIFOCAL POSTOFFICE. 

Should it turn out that the post- 
office conditions in Atlanta are to 
be solved by splitting the appropria- 
tions and erecting two indifferent 
structures instead of a new, com- 
plete and dignified edifice worthy of 
the federal government and the im- 
portance of the city, there will be a 
severe and bitter disappointment of 
our people. 

They have long petitioned and 
worked diligently to secure congres- 
sional recognition of their needs and 
a somewhat respectable appropria- 
tion for a “‘new postoffice.” They 
have not at any moment cottem- 
plated a warehouse for the shifting 
of transient mails, repairs of equip- 
ment and garaging of mail trucks, 
and then an “annex” to the present 
federal building with the retention 
in it of the city’s postal service. 
Such a plan, if decided upon, will 
leave an incurable wound of mis- 
treatment upon the feelings of the 
great mass of our Citizens. 

All rational arguments. contend 
for the one comprehensive postal 
building that Atlantans have been 
pleading for and it passes all sound 
business understanding why that 
should be denied and a couple of 
common commercial substitutes 
forced upon us instead. The con- 
gress has devolved the duty of mak- 
ing these building decisions upon 
high officials of the treasury and 
the postoffice departments, reposing 
confidence in them to do the fair 
and square thing by each commu- 
nity in harmony with its circum- 
stances and the service needs of the 
government. Atlanta has put the 
like trust in their sense of justice. 

But that faith will be sadly 
wrecked if the final decision is that 
this great and growing southeastern 
emporium, with a nations! fame and 
a justifiable civic pride, is asked to 
be. satisfied, for invisible economic 
considerations, with a combination 
freight station and garage on the 
one hand and an unattractive office- 
annex to an out-dated and equaily 
unattractive old building filled with 
miscellaneous federal agencies. The 
thought of that result is simply re- 
volting.

THAT REVOLUTION SPECTER. 
. The testimony of Pierre S$. Du- 
Pont, the eminent Delaware indus- 
trialist, on the subject of prohibi- 
tion, given to the house judiciary 
committee, will provoke widespread 
comment. He voiced his conviction 
that the only available remedy for 
the flagrantly lawless liquor condi- 
tions now afflicting the country is 
the outright repeal of the prohibi- 
tion amendment. In holding that 
position Mr. DuPont is clearly with- 
in his right and advocates a con- 
. Stitutional procedure. 

The principal comments upon his 
views will be upon his suggestion 
that unless that repeal is wrought 
the people may yet resort to the 
‘dictum in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence that it is the right of the 
people “‘to alter or to abolish” any 
form of government they deem de- 
structive of their rights. Not many 
rational people in the republic will 
agree with him that the liquor prob- 
lem will attract a majority of the 
people to undertake an armed revo- 
lution to change the present form 
of government so as to permit the 
restoration of the liquor trade. That 
is a specter for those who see 
farthest in the dark of the moon. 

That sort of threat, coming from 
the anti-prohibition side will have 
the effect to confirm and continue 
the solidarity of those who prefer 
prohibition ‘‘as is,” and bad as it is, 
to the former licensed liquor saloon 
era ‘“‘as was.” 


; The people at large may be relied 


upon to fight with the constitu- 
tion instead of under the red flag 
of a pro-liquor revolution. If the 
whole southern people, 70 years 
ago, pursuing what they believed 
a righteous cause under that same 
precept of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, could not succeed with 
their tragic revolution, Mr. DuPont 
and his colleagues will be hard put 
to. overthrow the present govern- 
ment and substitute for it a govern- 
ment as liberal toward liquor as was 
that under Grant or’ Harding.

Missionaries 


In America. 


One of the most thrilling stories 
of deathless dévotion and heroism 1S 
that epic of missionary effort on the 
North American continent, which has 
to do with the evangelization of the 
Hurons by Fathers Breboeuf and Lal- 
lemant and their companions of the 
Jesuit order. Benedict Fitzpatrick 
in his “Donjon of Demons” (Henry 
Holt) has distilled a fascinating and 
vivid picture of Father Breboeuf's 
mission from the Jesuit Relations. One 
cannot close the book without marvel- 
ing at the courage and endurance of 
those first men who came over with 
no other object but to preach the 
gospel. Here, to be sure, we meet 
some of the pioneers of the shock- 
troops of the church militant, and we 
realize, more than ever, that the true 
hero is not always to be found on the 
battlefield. Mr. Fitzpatrick’s book 
took us over a stretch of country, still 
largely inhabited by Indians, which 
we visited some years back on an 
archaeological expedition under guid- 
ance of a young’ successor of the 
Jesuit missionaries, Father Murray, 
of Penetanguishene. We were in 
search that time for the treasure, in 
altar vessels and gifts of Louis XVI, 
which Breboeuf and his companions 
abandoned when the hordes of blood- 
thirsty Hurons descended upon their 
little settlements over there in the 
north of Ontario. We unearthed the 
ruins of the Jesuit posts, found the

|sors with the name of a long famous 
| Parisian cutlery house, also an ink- 
/ well and a crucifix, personal gift of 
the Sun King to Father Breboeuf. 
But our search for the treasure box 
which is supposed to lie at the bot- 
tom of some small river there, proved 
in vain. in spite of the employment 
of a fellow who had a divining rod. 
The rod worked all right, but from 
the spot in the river above which the 
magic wand grew nervous, we brought 
to the surface, after weeks of dredg- 
ing, nothing more impressive than a 
rusty old camp stove.

The bankers of Great 
Britain, Belgium, Holland, France 
and other foreign nations will take 
tlie rest. 

It’s an expensive loan for Brazil. 
For it will probably carry 7 per cent 
interest, mature in 1940, and be of- 
fered at 96. The security for the 
loan will be coffee valued at about 
$200,000,000. 

The loan provides that a free mar- 
ket for coffee will become effective 
July 1, and every month thereafter 
at least one-twenty-fourth of the esti- 
mated crop of the next two years will 
be sold, thus spreading the differ- 
ence between the large and small 
crops over the two-year period. 

It is expected that while a mini- 
mum of 10,000,000 bags of coftee 
will be sold by the state of Sao Paulo 
each year, 1,650,000 bags will come 
from the coffee pledged for this loan. 
At this rate, all of the pledged cof- 
fee will be sold during the life of 
the loan and the bonds paid off as the 
coffee receipts come in. . 

Interest on the bonds will be s 
cured by a special tax on all coffee 
transported for foreign export from 
Sao Paulo after next July.

NAVSARI, India, April 25.—(— 
The national demand is not for the im- 
mediate establishment of independence 
but as a preliminary step to a confer- 
en : that must take more if in n- 
dence is to be established peacefully 
and tq remove certain prime griev- 
ances chiefly economic and moral. 
These are set forth in the clearest 
possible terms in my letter, miscalled 
an ultimatum, to the viceroy. 


Those grievances include the salt 
tax which ‘in its incidence falls with 
equal pressure- upon the rich as well 
as poor and is over 1,000 per cent of 
the cost price having been made a 
monopoly. It has deprived tens of 
thousands of people of their supple- 
mentary occupation and the artificially 
heavy cost of salt has made it very 
difficult, if not impossible, for poor 
people to give enough salt to their 
cattle and to their land. This un- 
natural monopoly is sustained by laws 
which are only. so-called but which 
are a denial of law. They give arbi- 
trary powers to police known to be 
corrupt to lay their hands without 
warrant on innocent pepole, to con- 
fiscate their property and otherwise 
molest them in a hundred ways. 


Caught Imagination. 

Civil resistance against the salt laws 
has caught thé imagination as nothing 
else has within my experience. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of’ people, includ- 
ing women and children from many 
villages, have participated in the open 
manufacture and sale of contraband 
salt. This resistance has n an- 
swered by barbarous and unmanly re- 
pression. Instead of arresting peo- 
ple, the authorities have violated the 
persons of people who have refused to 
part with salt held generally in their 
fists. To open their (fists, their 
Knuckles have been broken, their necks 
have been pressed, they have been even 
indecently assaulted until they have 
been rendered senseless. Some of these 
assaults have taken place in the pres- 
ence of hundreds and thousands of 
people who, although well able to pro- 
tect the victims and retaliate, being 
under a pledge of non-violence, have 
hot done so. 

It is true that violence has broken 
out in Calcultta, Karachi, Chittagong 
and now Peshawar. ‘The Calcultta 
and Karachi events should be isolated 
from Chittagong and Peshawar. The 
Calcutta and Karachi incidents were 
an impulsive outburst on the arrest 
of popular leaders. The Chittagong 
and Peshawar incidents, though, also 
caused for some reason, seemed to have 
been serious and well-planned affairs. 
though wholly untonnected with each 
other, Chittagong being in the extreme 
east and Peshawar being on the north- 
west border of India. 

Not Affected. 

These disturbances have so far not 
affected other parts of India where 
civil disobedience has been going on 


spi great pr 
At the same time I admit 
need for caution, but I can say with-. 
out the least hesitation that consist- 
ently with the plan of civil disobe- 
dience every precausion conceivable is 
being taken to prevent civil disobe- 
dience from being used as an occasion 
for doing violence. 

It should be noted that in Karachi 
seven wounded persons of whom two 
have died of their wounds, were vol- 
unteers engaged in keeping — and 
os mob _ furies. t is the 
opinion of eye-witnesses that the fir- 
ing in Karachi was wholly unjusti- 
fied and that there was no firing 
in the air or at legs in the first in- 
stance. In fact, the government have 
lost no opportunity of incensing the 
people. Many of the best, the pur- 
est and the most self-sacrificing lead- 
ers have been arrested and imprison- 
ed in many instances with mock trials. 
Sentences, though for the same of- 
fense, have varied with the idiocyn- 
crasies of the magistrate. In several 
instances they have n for more 
than 12 months with hard labor on 
well known citizens. 

The enthusiasm of the people has 
up to now increased with every con- 
viction. Thousands of people regard 
the manufacture of contraband salt 
as.part of their daily routine. In any 
other part of the world, with a govern- 
ment at all responsible to public opin- 
ion, the salt tax would have been re- 
pealed long since, but whether now or 
later, repgaled it will be if the present 
existing ‘atmosphere of resistance 
abides as it promises to do. 

Self Purification. 

That this is a movement of self- 
purification is abundantly proved by 
the fact that women have come into 
it in large numbers and are organ- 
izing the picketting of liquor shops. 
Thousands have taken vows to ab- 
stain from intoxicating liquor. In 
Ahmadabad, a strong labor center, 
the —— of the canteens have drop- 
ped to 19 per cent and are still drop- 
ping. A similar manifestation is ri 
ing place in the district of Surat. 
Women have also taken up the ques- 
tion of the boycott of foreign cloth. 
It is spreading all over India. Peo- 
ple are making bonfires of the for- 
eign cloth in their possession. Khadi, 
namely handspun cloth, is so much 
in demand that the existing stock is 
well nigh exhausted. Each spinning 
wheel is much in demand and people 
are beginning to realize more and 
more the necessity of reviving hand- 
spinning in the cottages of the 700,000 
villages of India. 

In my humble opinion a struggle 
so free from violence has a message 
far beyond the borders of India. I 
have no manner of doubt that after 
all the sacrifice that has already been 
made since the 6th of April, the spir- 
it of the people will be sustained 
throughout until India has become in- 


dependent and free to make her con- 
tribution to the progress of humanity.

BRITISH CONTINUE 
LENIENT POLICY. 

BOMBAY, India, April 25.—(UN) 
The British government continued its 
policy of leniency today toward Ma- 
hatma Gandhi and those closely con- 
nected with him, by sentencing his 
secretary, Mahedev Desai, to only 
three months’ imprisonment for vio- 
lating the salt laws.

Under the Harris bill Mexican im- 
migration, at which the legislation is 
aimed, would be restricted to a max- 
imum of about 3,000 a year, com- 
pared with the upward of 50,000 that 
are estimated to come into the United 
States through existing regulations. 

It is the claim of Senator Harris 
that cotton production in the south- 
western states would be materially re- 
duced by the curtailment of Mexican 
seasonal . labor. 

The senate decided to shelve the 
bill after it became involved in amend- 
ments setting forth two conflicting im- 
migration policies. First an amend- 
ment was offered a day or so ago 
repeating the so-called national origius 
provision, which bases quotas on the 
census of 1890 and the number of 
persons of foreign birth making up 
the population of this country at that 
time. Then an amendment was adopt- 
ed, taking the place of the national 
origins policy, using the census of 
1890 -as a basis for quotas. Yester- 
day the senate by a vote of 37 to 
36 incorporated the national origins 
provision back in the bill but failed 
to strike out the 1890 census base.

A portion of the biggest highway 
project of the year, completing state 
highway No. 13, between Gainesville 


and Baldwin, at a total cost of $500,- 
000, will be included in bids to be let 
by the state highway board May 46, 
J. W. Barnett, chairman, announced

Completion of the project, he pesca 
will give Atlanta motorists a pav 
highway to New York.
